SHIPPING COMPANY TO EXPAND CONTAINER FLEET 


Beirut AL-IQTISAD WA AL-A'MAL in Arabic No 36, Mar 82 p 50 
[Text] Among the important developments in Arab shipping is the decision by the 
United Arab Shipping Company, a joint company founded by six Gulf states in 1976, 
to convert part of its fleet to container vessels and purchase nine new ships 

‘ for the same purpose. 


The decision was based on several studies which all confirmed that there is a 
growing trend among commercial circles in the Arab Gulf states toward importing 
goods by containers. One of these studies was prepared by the head researcher 
in the company's department of planning and research, Muhammad ‘Abd Naji. 


This study examines the development of transport by containers in the states of 
the Arab Gulf. In Kuwait the total of goods transported in containers was about 
947,000 tons, or 17.8 percent of the total of 5.3 million tons of goods unloaded. 


In Saudi Arabia the total of goods transported in containers was about 2.4 mil- 
lion tons in 1979, or 10.1 percent of the total of about 24.3 million tons 
unloaded in Saudi Arabia. 


As for Qatar, goods shipped in containers represented about 71 percent of the 
total in 1979, noting that container vessels seldom enter Qatar harbor because 
it is unprofitable. Containers bound for Qatar are unloaded in the ports of 
the Emirates and then reshipped by land or sea to al-Dawhah. 


The use of containers developed rapidly in the Emirates. In 1977, 1978 and 
1979, the number of containers transported rose from 40,687 to 83,602 to 135,815. 


The researcher then discusses the experience of the United Arab Shipping Company 
in container shipping. In 1979 the company had four vessels for container ship- 
ping which could carry a total of 4,640 containers. In 1980 it had seven, with 

a total capacity of 7,040 containers, and the company owned 10,000 containers. 

In 1978 the company transported 17,358 containers, in 1979 about 17,920 (a 60 
percent increase), and in 1980 about 51,000 containers (an 84.7 percent increase). 
These changes in sea shipping methods led the company to expand its fleet for 
container shipping to 16 vessels in 1983. 
































The researcher discusses the difficulties facing the exneriment of using con- 
tainers in the Gulf region. The most important of these are the absence of 
railroads for low-cost land transportation of the containers, a shortage of the 
necessary facilities in the ports for the refrigerated containers which trans- 
port food, the primitive storage system which forces businessmen to use the 
containers as warehouses for goods, and poor coordination between Gulf ports, 
which slows down the movement of the containers. 


The writer discusses the future horizons for container transport. He says that 
the company studied 266 business organizations and companies in the Gulf states, 
and the results show that 88.7 percent of these companies prefer container trans- 
port. However, the future of container transport is subject to a number of var- 
iables, which are: 


1. The extent of growth of foreign trade for the region and the nature of the 
goods shipped and their suitability for container transport. This is expected 
to increase in light of prevailing patterns of consumption, investment trends 
for the region and the development of population growth. 


2. Probable and anticipated developments in Gulf port apparatus and the extent 
to which it is compatible with the increasing number of container vessels and 
has piers which can receive these vessels. We are optimistic enough to expect 
these capabilities to increase, although present efforts are slow-paced. 


3. The ability of the executive apparatus in the ports, the shipping companies 
and the naval authorities to overcome the problems hindering the development of 
container shipping. 


4. Coming developments in naval engineering in the design of the vessel, its 
capacity, and its navigational equipment. These developments are bound to move 
the container experiment forward. 

5. The inclination of the Gulf governments to strengthen their fleets of con- 
tainer vessels in accordance with future trends of container transport.

STRUGGLE ANTICIPATED OVER ISSUANCE OF ARAB TRAVELER'S CHECKS

[Article: "Developments In the Traveler's Check 'War': a Saudi Check Will Be 
Issued Before the Pilgrimage Season; the Banks Are Expected to Issue Arab 
VISA Checks"] 


[Text] Saudi banks have taken the final steps in preparing to issue travel- 
er's checks in Saudi riyals. It is expected that they will begin selling 
them before the coming pilgrimage season. Seven Saudi banks, led by the Bank 
of Riyadh (45 percent of whose stock is owned by SAMA), have been ccenducting 
negotiations with both Thomas Cook and American Express to explore the 
possibility of an agreement with one of the two companies for marketing the 
Saudi check and overseeing certain technical matters. If an agreement should 
be reached it will presumably be signed and annour ed by the beginning of 
this March. 


Issuance of a Saudi check in riyals in no way alters the Saudi authorities' 
position which is concerned with internationalizing the riyal and expanding 
its sphere of use in international financial markets. In accordance with 
this position these authorities are inclined toward marketing the Saudi check 
primarily in markets containing potential pilgrims, both within the Saudi 
market and outside it, and to a lesser degree for the needs of travel and 
toursim in the broader sense, so that this aspect can develop gradually, and 
to allow the authorities to monitor and regulate the course of the experiment. 


Saudi financial circles expect sales in the first year to be about 300 to 400 
million Saudi riyals, and to increase in the second year to about 800 million 
to 1 billion riyals. In view of the fact that sales of the check will be 
mostly to pilgrims to the holy precincts, the creation of an additional sales 
network in the Islamic countries is expectea to make the check available to 
these pilgrims. According to some estimates the Saudi check’s share of the 
kingdom's market may reach 30 or 40 percent of the local market in 5 years. 


As far as the Arab traveler's check is concerned, the Federation of Arab 
Banks has sent out invitations for signing up with the company which pre- 
sumably would issue the Ai‘ab check to the Arab banks. The response of these 
banks and the extent of their agreement with the proposed formula (based on 
the VISA check) are expected to determine the possibility of joining the 




















Federation of Banks-VISA checking system in the future. For the Saudi banks 
to go it alone at this point would raise serious doubts about the project's 
chances of success. Whatever happens, the battle for the Arab market has not 
yet been decided and may not be decided in the near future, particularly when 
the positions of the remaining Arab parties have not yet become clear. 


It is believed that Kuwait may still be interested in an Arab traveler's check 
in view of the fact that their development program calls for issuing such 
checks in Kuwait dinars at a later stage. As for the UAE, the presence of a 
large number of banks in its market and the existing competition may make it a 
fertile soil for attracting certain banks to the Bank Federation-VISA project. 


In any case, it is clear that the Saudi banks have altered the situation by 
attempting to go it alone. It is also probable that despite the criticism 
and unfavorable notice it has received, the possibility that the Bank Federa- 
tion-VISA project will proceed may create open competition among the Arab 
banks or among Arab banking "axes" through foreign organizations. The situa- 
tion can also be viewed oppositely. That is, what may ultimately happen is 
that there will be a protracted, open war among the foreign issuing organiza- 
tions, using the Arab banks as the rope in a tug-of-war. But the question 
still to be asked after all these recent and probable development is this: 

At whose expense will this competition be? And in whose interest is the 
absence of Arab, or at least Gulf, coordination in such a vital financial 
matter as this?

TRADE UNION PLENUM MEETS 21 APRIL

[Text] Kabul, 21 April (BAKHTAR)--The number of members of the trade unions 
in Afghanistan increased during the past Afghan year by about 30 thousand. 


This was disclosed in the report of the CCTUA [Central Council of Trade 
Unions of Afghanistan] at the 4th plenum of the CCTUA, which was held here 
today. 


The report added that thirty trade union councils were established in the 
provinces. The total number of the primary organisations of the trade unions 
has reached to over 700, the number of branches has come up to over 350 and 
the number of group organisations has increased to about 150. 


The plenum adopted certain concrete decisions regarding the implementation 
of the resolutions adopted by the countrywide PDPA conference. The plenum 
also set a commission for working women. 


It called upon the trade unions of the DRA to take an active part in orga- 
nising and implementing the plans for the renovation of factories, of the 
industrial enterprises, for solving the transportation and communication 
problen. 


The plenum also drew the attention of the trade unions to feel responsible 
for the full and firmly implementation of the plans and programmes, to 
refrain from extravagance and to properly supervise the public property. 


Due to the fruitful work of the trade unions among the toilers, more than 
five hundred workers became new members of the Peoples Democratic Party of 
Afghanistan in the past one month alone, says the report.

QUESTIONS ABOUT INTERVIEW WITH RELIGIOUS LEADER RAISED

of Note" ] 


[Text] Regardless of anyone's wishes the group that ['Umar al-Talmasani] is 
associated with--or rather the group for which he speaks and is known to be 

its general leader--is deep-seated in Egyptian society. It seems to me that the 
presence of that group has been huge and unlimited, its clout considerable and 
undeniable and its influence on Egyptian life from the thirties, today and well 
into the future far-reaching. It would be rare to find in our generation, which 
has lived through several, anyone who was not drawn to or somehow moved by the 
Muslim Brothers Movement, the Misr al—Fatah movement or the al-Wafd vanguard. 
Despite the fact that it's been disbanded, the Muslim Brothers group has sur- 
vived despite the alarming persecution it underwent in the forties, the fifties 
and the sixties or perhaps because of it. Scores of its members were executed, 
and thousands were brutally tortured and imprisoned. The fact is that despite 
his unique national and Arab leadership; despite the gains he achieved for the 
Egyptian people; gains which they long dreamed about and which they and history 
will not forget; and despite the respect and appreciation I and the masses have 
for him--and, if fearful people wish, we can appeal to a proper referendum for a 
judgment on that--Jamal 'Abd-al-Nasir was successful in the excesses he com- 
mitted "to protect the revolution." Even the most loyal and enthusiastic 
Nasirists concede that he waged unwarranted battles against the Muslim Brothers 
and against Marxisis. 


A cursory glance on a comprehensive, significant and positive interview such as 
that which AL-MUSAWWAK Magazine conducted with ‘Umar al-Talmasani last week 
would be neither wise, perspicacious nor congruent with the political concerns 
that are required by the stage we are in. [Such an interview] must not be 
ignored, nor must we be restricted to classifying it as a brilliant journalistic 
teat. 


In the light of what 1 read of this interview and limited by what I understood 
of it and retlected on, 1 pick up the following points for presentation and 


discussion. 


First, is the Muslim Brotherhood a party? Is it active politically? Mr 














al-Talmasani does not stop repeating that the Brotherhood is not a party but 
rather an Islamic organization. I believe that the difference in nomenclature is 
merely superficial; it is neither here nor there whether the Brotherhood is a 
group, an organization, a league or a federation. It is its concerns, its organi- 
zations, its principles and its activities that matter. And here too Mr 
al-Talmasani persistently denies--and his denial is unconvincing--that his group 
is politically active. "Religion has nothing to do with politics. Religion 

rather regulates all aspects of an individual's life; it determines how that 
individual is to govern and be governed. We've never asked to govern for the 

sake c* governing." 


Dr Jamal al-Din Mahmud, secretary general of the Supreme Council tor Islamic 
Aftairs who took part in the interview wondered, "Why is it that Muslim Brothers 
sometimes manifest disdain for political parties while at the same time they 
engage in political activities?" I concur with Dr Jamal al-Din's question, and I 
think that this point is a crucial one that must be settled without equivoca- 
tion, ambiguity or cover-up. Thus, a course of action can be unequivocal and in 
keeping with the requirements and the style of the age and the policy. It would 
include, as it did before, members like Wahib Daws and Akhnukh Louis Akhnukh, as 
'Umar al-Talmasani indicated to us elsewhere in the interview. 


Second, al-Talmasani almost disassociates himself from the special organization 
and the secret agency "which was not founded originally for violence but rather 
tor devising a serious educational [program] for young people. I do not deny 
the tact that errors have been committed. The governments that came into power 
atter the revolution made military service mandatory for all people. This meant 
that these governments were convinced that young people had to become accus- 
tomed to some kind of military Life so they could do what was asked of them 
when the need arose. If we anticipated the governments in [our desire] to give 
our young people a proper serious education, we were not in error for doing so 
and we did not have violence as our aim." 


Third, now we come to the so-called "devilish outgrowth" which is rightly or 
wrongly attributed to the Brotherhood. This term refers to those who without 
knowledge, without guidance and without [the benefit of ] the Enlightening Book 
accept statements at face value. These are the al-Takfir wa al-Hijrah socie- 
ties [Renunciation and Repudiation] and a host of Islamic societies that have 
">rinces" and "principalities."' Let me hasten to state that there are those 
among these societies who do not believe in violence and terror even though they 
may adhere very strictly to their religion and do so with unacceptable zeal. 
There are also those who may have detached themselves from society as [their 
predecessors did] who were criticized by the Prophet, may God bless him and 
grant him salvation. However, I pity the others as much as I condemn them. 'Umar 
al-Talmasani justified their violence and their distorted views by saying that 
these had resulted from the torture they suffered when they were in jail. Then 
[when they were released from prison] in the seventies they were surprised by 
the "yvlamor' and the manifestations of inequity and Liberalized consumption 
which were countered by the deprivation [that prevailed] in society at that 
time. While I do not minimize the shocking effect of that otfensive situation, 
[Il ask], where were their leaders? Where were the real, solid Muslim Brothers? I 
cannot believe that as rational and intelligent as they are, the early signs of 
the al-Takfir wa al-Hijrah [Renunciation and Repudiation] groups were not 











obvious to them. How did these Muslim Brothers overlook the self-evident fact 
that a Muslim is one whose tongue and hand pose no threat to people? I reprimand 
them strongly just as AL-MUSAWWAR reprimanded Mr ‘Umar al-Talmasani for not 
reading Shukri Mustafa's "Tawassumat" [Meditations] and Muhammad 'Abd-al-Salam's 
"Al-Faridah al-Gha'ibah" [The Hidden Obligation].* 


Such statements are beneficial or rather immediately required. Mr al-Talmasani 
appeals to us, "Let us have an opportunity to make young people understand 
[these things]. Give us an opportunity to rationalize with them. These religious 
groups look upon al-Azhar and its scholars as official civil servants. Let us 
take care of them. When I used to address those young people at the colleges of 
the university, they used to accept what I told them, and they used to accept my 
advice against violence and sabotage." 


[ have no doubt, even though 1 have never had the good fortune of meeting him, 
that Mr 'Umar al-Talmasani is a fearless advocate of peace. I wish that those 
around him shared his open-minded, peaceful ideas. 


It is true that Mr al-Talmasani did elsewhere caution that a tew of those with 
distorted ideas dissembled when the late Mr al—Hudaybi would advise them and 
deal with their ideas. This means that those people used to show something other 
than what they harbored in their hearts: they would accept the propriety of Mr 
al-Hudaybi's opinions, but they would leave [his presence] just as they had come 
into it. However, when the crisis worsened, al-Hudaybi went back to them; he 
pressed them; and he did in fact convince them. 


I would add to the foregoing a beautiful and commendable thought which Dr Jamal 
al-Din Mahmud considered in reply to the question: "Why wasn't the religious 
faith of those young people enough to prevent the crime?" He said, ''Because 

the religious faith lacked the suitable means for reaching the hearts of young 
people. The Prophet, may God bless him and grant him salvation, rarely resorted 
to preaching; his method was to teach people by setting an example and by 
action." 


Fourth, there was a "precipitous" suggestion whose impact on us was like that of 
a thunderbolt. Mr al-Talmasani asserts, "Who believes that one of the members of 
the [Islamic groups took 150 feddans in al-Tahrir Province so he and his group 
can cultivate them? Who believes that the ruling power also gave him a place in 
[the neighborhood of ] al-Sayyidah Zaynab so he can promote his message? Then he 
became one of those who were taken in custody." 


In whose interest and against whom was this exercise in generosity? Who was this 
fortunate prince who served their purposes and was then imprisoned in the end? 
There must be an answer [to that question]. The statement was not an "off the 
culf'' remark, and its significance is truly serious. 


Fifth, to the people with clcsed minds who excommunicated society because it was 
being governed according to principles other than those inspired by God, to

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those people who cannot see beyond their own feet and beyond the rigid modes 
with which they are trying to outdo even the practices of the early days of 
Islam, to them I relay Mr al-Talmasani's answer to the question: "Is the Islamic 
State to dispute every positive law?" Mr al-Talmasani replied, "Not at all. The 
constitution was clever when it advocated that Islamic law be the principal 
source of legislation; it did not state that it was to be the only source. This 
is because the Prophet, may God bless him and grant him salvation, says, ‘Wisdom 
is the object of the believer; he takes it wherever he finds it.' In other 
words, if one were to find America, for example, inventing space ships, would 
one say that Islamic law forbids that? Certainly not! One would rather go even 
further than America has. What is required then is that we learn everything, 
even if we do so through any useful positive law. 


In the problem of setting ''boundaries,'"' Mr al-Talmasani agrees with the need for 
having requirements, conditions and social justice. These must be available 
before the boundaries are set. 


Sixth, with the utmost enthusiasm Mr al-Talmasani supported women's rights to 
education and employment. He proved this by citing verses from the Holy Koran, 
[passages trom] the noble Prophetic Tradition and enlightening models from the 
days of the prophet, the orthodox caliphs and their successors. Mr al-Talmasani 
also rejected the veil for women when it is carried to extremes to make women 
look more Like ghosts. Islam does not approve of such a situation. At any rate, 
thanks to the champion of women for saving them from disasters and vice. 
Seventh, this problem is not less important than preceding ones, but I may have 
saved it to top one of the more prominent ones brought forth by the interview. 
It is about sectarian sedition. I have been brought up to hate fanaticism. This 
is what I learned from the tolerant Hanafi school of Islam, and this is what I 
learned from the generous country, Egypt. 


Listen to what al-Talmasani says: "I am prepared to tell President Mubarak from 
the top of the highest minaret that 'Umar al-Talmasani sees nothing wrong with 
Archbishop Shenouda returning to his post and remaining the religious leader." 


Then he goes on to say--and let Muslims and Christians hear this--"'There is 

no sectarian sedition. Sometimes one tinds two physicians: a Muslim and a Chris- 
i ian, and one finds that the vast majority of the Christian physician's patients 
are Muslims. If there were sectarian sedition or fanaticism, would one leave 

the Muslim physician and go to a Christian one? Some people are making up the 
iuea that we have sectarian sedition. There may be many designs lurking behind 
this idea or that slogan. But I wish you had visited me at Qasr al-'Ayni Hos- 
pital. There was a priest with me called Samuel, the priest of a church in 
Alexandria. He used to tell me, ‘Based on what I was told about you, I thought 
‘Umar al-Talmasani was a monster with blood dripping from his tingers, but when 
I saw you | found that you were completely different'." 


Will the minds of those who are in doubt rest at ease? When will the alien 
"third party" be revealed so we can gouge out his eyes with the "imported" fire 
with which he is trying to incite sedition, any sedition whatsoever? He is the 
enemy of Egypt and of Egypt's closely-knit people. 
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I am hoping that the positive notes which came out of this interview were not 
the highlights of an individual opinion but were rather a manifestation of what 
this group [stands for]. This is the group that in our minds has a formidable 
presence, considerable clout and a far-reaching effect on Egyptian life, after 
having learned [something] trom the lessons of its experiences.

[Text] In an article entitled, "An Interview Worthy of Note," Mr Mustafa Bahjat 
Badawi says in the fair statement he makes about some young people, "But where 
is the role of the leaders and the real, solid Muslim Brothers? I cannot believe 
that as rational and intelligent as they are, the preliminaries of the al-Takfir 
wa al-Hijrah group [Renunciation and Repudiation] were not obvious to them. How 
did these Muslim Brothers overlook the self-evident fact that a Muslim is one 
whose tongue and hand pose no threat to other Muslims? I reprimand them." 


I begin by thanking him for his reprimand whose effects are praiseworthy. Then 
I would tell his excellency that they first began at the Turah Prison Farm. 

The late Mr al-Hudaybi, the leader of the Muslim Brothers group, was still then 
in Turah prison serving his sentence. When he finished serving his sentence, 

he did not go home. Instead, he was taken by the government at that time to 

the Turah Prison Farm. It was there that he learned about these ideas; he sum- 
moned the proponents of those ideas to him, one at a time; he discussed those 
ideas with them; and they appeared to be persuaded by his opinion when they 
were with his eminence. But when they went back to each other, they went back 
to their former state. At the same time the Muslim Brothers were abiding by 

the instructions of their mission, which is derived from the Book of God, the 
Tradition of the Prophet, may God bless him and grant him salvation, and from 
the statements of our worthy ancestors. This group ot Muslim Brothers used to 
meet with the proponents of [those curious ideas] individually and collectively 
to explain the facts to them. I don't think that there is anything more that we 
can do with those people; we can only persuade them and present the case to 
them. In this regard, I don't think we were remiss. Although we accept the 
worthy gentleman's reprimand, we have taken it upon ourselves in this statement 
and in preceding statements to correct ideas. However, the kinds of torture to 
which these young people were being subjected, and this torture was exposed by 
the criminal courts, were more powerful in their minds than any persuasion or 
argument. 


I have said this [betore]; I say it [now]; and 1 will continue to say it: Islam 


forbids the unwarranted killing ot anyone. I will refer to the Book whenever I 
am directed to do so. Have readers forgotten that there was in Egypt a Black 
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Hand Society, a Blue Shirts [Society] and others? Most certainly I do not con- 
done this, but I [do] wonder: what is behind this virulent campaign against 
young Muslims? If we were to follow the actions that were taken against these 
young Muslims in prison dungeons and if we were to try to reform them and elimi- 
nate them, we would come closer to [a posture of] reason and justice than that 
of skipping the preliminaries and that of our campaign against the consequences. 


Mr Mustafa Bahjat Badawi reprimands me as AL-MUSAWWAR reprimanded me earlier 
because I had not read the book, "Tawassumat" [Meditations ] by Shukri Mustafa or 
"Al-Faridah al-Gha'ibah" * [The Hidden Obligation] by Muhammad 'Abd-al-Salam 
Faraj. My excuse is that ''Tawassumat" has not been printed and is therefore not 
genereily avaitable; "Al-Faridah al-Gha'ibah" has not been nor is it now on the 
market. Those who read those books obtained them by private means which are not 
available to me. Furthermore, the knowledge 1 have of Islam makes me dispense 
with having to read everything that is rumored to be unfair or extremist. If I 
were to take part in a debate, I would be prepared to respond to every one of 
the paragraphs of this book if someone were to read it to me. 


I proposed to officials more than once that they enable the Brotherhood to deal 

with these young people [in some way] so we can settle the matter. Although this 
proposal was made years ago and [again] in recent months, no positive action on 

this request has yet been taken. Are we still to blame for this? 


As far as Mr Badawi's opinion on Jamal 'Abd-al-Nasir is concerned, that is his 
fundamental right, and no one can blame him for it. But let me ask Mr Badawi 

a mere question: would a ruler who is good for his citizens be proud of himself 
if he were to set himself up as the ruler of a nation, feeding the people 
delicious food, clothing them in luxurious silk and wool, housing them in 
luxurious dwellings, making them travel in space-age vehicles but then confis- 
cating their freedom, stifling their breathing, giving himself liberties with 
their honor, plundering their wealth, humiliating them and their men, and even 
preventing them from whispering among themselves to the point that some chil- 
dren were spying on their parents? All this has been conclusively established 
as having taken place. Freedom, honor, dignity, security and protection of 
property, homes and honor--these are the components of civilized nations. Any- 
thing else runs only skin deep and,[as people say],does a person afflicted with 
scabies no good. This in my opinion is the standard tor comparing rulers. 


I am trying hard to clarify for Mr Badawi the points of conflict about which he 
had asked me. 


First, the parties. The author knows what candidates do to win a parliamentary 
seat. We are not in parliament. You may ask me, "Why don't you do what they 

do?" And my reply would be, "The purity of religion [keeps me from doing that ]." 
You may [then] ask me, "And why don't you pursue the proper courses of conduct?" 
And I would say that these are no longer sufficient with the present condition 
of the people. In addition, the government interferes [in these matters], and 
this is a matter of record.

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Parties are seeking power for power's sake, but we are not. Besides, elections 
breed disunity among families and rancor in people's hearts. 


Parties may change their programs according to conditions and circumstances, 
but our Koranic program is immutable: nothing may be added to it or deleted 
from it. 


The tact that names do not alter the reality of the objects they designate is a 
tact with which I concur. However, Islam is not confined to the political aspect 
of Life; Islam covers all the aspects of life for each of which it has devised 
inescapable controls. In addition, when parties were mentioned ccllectively in 
the Koran, they were described in unfavorable terms about 14 times. And you know 
how devoted we are to the letter and spirit of the Koran, for God does not say 
anything in vain in His book. Furthermore, why should people be concerned 
whether we are a party or an organization as long as our actions are good and 
these actions yield fruitful results? There is no beating about the bush here; 
nor is there ambiguity or evasion. However, we are realistic. 


Second, I mentioned the incident about the 150 feddans, and I have other [simi- 
lar] incidents. This is no fault of mine, and you may verify the veracity of 
the incident any way you choose. The meaning of such conduct is not unknown to 
anyone. I pray to God that He protect me from thinking ill of others. I am only 
relaying what happened, and a person who reports on unbelievers is not an 
unbeliever himself. 


Third, Islam gave women [rights] that no other [divine] message gave them. 
"Women shall with justice have rights similar to those exercised against them, 
although men have a status above women" [al-Baqarah: 228]. While some cultures 
whose praises have been sung by some of our living and deceased literary figures 
considered women creatures of the devil and as such to be avoided, Islam gave 
women the same rights and duties it gave men. The statement that ''men have a 
Status above women" pertains to the etfort men make to earn a living, to bear 
the burdens of life and exact protection for home and children. This does not 
keep women from pursuing those functions for which they are suitable, functions 
which do not conflict with their femininity and modesty. The most virtuous 
female believers used to go out with the warriors to provide them with water, to 
nurse their wounds, to prepare food for them and generally take care of them. 
'Furthermore], the pursuit of knowledge is the duty of every Muslim man and 
woman. A Muslim woman is not required to furnish the domicile where she and her 
husband intend to reside. If we were to put this system into application today, 
we would avoid many expenses. A man would spend what he can and what is consis- 
tent with his standards to obtain what he needs for his home. A Muslim woman is 
not obliged to nurse her child if she thinks she can preserve her figure by not 
doing so. "But if you cannot bear with each other, let other women suckle for 
you"' [al-Talaq: 6]. 


A Muslim woman may go out by herselt to take care of her needs. Anyone who does 
not believe that may refer to the fifth volume ot Muslim's "Sahih" which is 
published by Dar al-Sha'b. A Muslim woman is free to dispose of her property, 
and a Muslim woman may adorn herself for her husband any way she chooses. Even 
Ibn 'Abbas, may God be pleased with him, said to please women, "I like to adorn 
myselt for a woman just as she adorns herself for me."' Although Islam prohibits 
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one from telling a lie, the prophet, May God bless him and grant him salvation, 
permitted a man to lie to his wife when, out of kindness, he tells his wife how 
beautiful she is even if she is not. 


What I on my part demonstrated in the interview was not my personal opinion, 


but rather the prevailing feature among all the brothers who adhere to the prin- 
ciples of the Muslim Brothers.

Luxor and flights from Ra's al-Naqb to Sharm al-Shaykh. Air Sinai is jointly 
owned by the Egyptian National Carrier, Egypt Air, the (Missar) Travel Agency 
and a group of Egyptian banks and insurance companies. The company already 
has an office in the Cairo Hilton and it will have branches in Tel Aviv 

(the former Nefertiti office) as well as in other points of destination. 
Boeing 707's will be used on the flights between Cairo and Tel Aviv. The 
flights to the Sinai will be on Friendship aircraft, which are a double-engine 
turbojet with some 50 seats.

EX-PRIME MINISTER AMINI DISCUSSES SHARI*'ATMADARI, MEDIATION, OPPOSITION

[Text] In an exclusive interview with the Voice of Iran correspondent, 
former Prime Minister Dr ‘Ali Amini announced he has sent cables to leaders 
and religious dignitaries of Islamic countries on the attack on Ayatollah 
Shari’ Atmadari's residence so that they can join in: condemning the acts of 
the ruling regime. 


Dr Amini said that cables have been sent to the al-Azhar Sheykh, to the 
leaders of the Lebanese Shi'ites and to Islamic Conference Secretary General 
Habib Chatti, as well as to leaders of Saudi Arabia, Pakistan, Turkey, 
Bangladesh and to other heads of Islamic countries. 


In his exclusive interview with the Voice of Iran, a text of which will be 
broadcast at the end of this newscast, he welcomed the peace efforts by 
mediation delegations for ending the Iran-Iraq war and said: Although we 
have condemned Iraq as the aggressor, the topic of war has tumed into a 
weapon for Khomeyni's regime which is used to turn the people's attention 
from the economic and social difficulties that prevail in Iran. Dr Amini 
added: A respectable solution to end the war does exist, but the present 
regime is not at all interested in ending this destructive war and has 
turned it into a pretext. 


The former prime minister and the coordinator of the Front for the Salvation 
of Iran said in another part of this interview: Efforts forthe further 
rapprochement of views of the opposition abroad continue successfully. He 
expressed his wish that these [word indistinct] (?difficulties) will be 
ironed out as soon as possible.

BAZAARS, OTHER 21 APRIL STRIKES CALLED TO OPPOSE SHARI 'ATMADARI

[Excerpt] Tehran, 21 Apr (AFP)--Most bazaars in the capital and the main 
towns closed today in support of the call by teachers of the theological 
school of Qom to strip Ayatollah Qazem Shari'Atmadari of his title as guide. 
The teachers’ decision [words indistinct] Moslem Shi'ite Movement, was taken 
yesterday after former Foreign Minister Sadeq Qotbzadeh's televised confes- 
sion on Monday in which he implicated Ayatollah Shari'Atmadari, second in 
the Shi'ite religious hierarchy, in the plot to assassinate Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeyni and the leaders of the Islamic Republic. 


The call by the committee of bazaar-owners, in support of the teachers’ 
decision and Ayatollah Khomeyni, to shut down the economic lifeblood of 
Iran, appeared to win massive support in Tehran as well as in the provinces, 
according to reports early today. 


In Qom demonstrators called for the "execution of the coup agent" and the 
theology school was closed, including classes by the two leading ayatollahs 
in the city, Hoseyn ‘Ali Montazeri and Mohamed Golpaigani. 


The Iranian press also unleashed criticism today against "Shari' Atmadari," 
for the first time leaving out reference to his religious title. The English 
language TEHRAN TIMES, along with newspapers in Faris and statements by 
national religious leaders, called the Ayatollah Shari'Atmadari an "ignorant 
old man disguised as a holy man." 


Here in Tehran, almost all bazaar stalls in the southern part of the city 
were closed. But there was no sign of particular tension in the labyrinth 
of covered alleyways snaking round the Khomeyni mosque, the former royal 
mosque. A few street porters, nonchalantly sitting on their wooden trollies, 
waited for customers who never appeared. 


In Tabriz, the capital of Eastern Azerbaijan in northwest Iran where 
Ayatollah Shari'Atmadari is the spiritual leader, most shops had drawn their 
iron shutters, according to telephone information this morning. The local 
clergy condemned "Shari'Atmadari, that suspect piece of colonialism," in 
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a statement that was widely picked up by official organs, and called for a 
demonstration later today. [Words indistinct] up in 1979 that an eminent 
member of the clergy, the regime's backbone, has been implicated in a plot. 


As information about the plot has leaked out since 10 April, Ayatollah 
Shari'Atmadari has taken over as major suspect from Mr Qotbzadeh, who was 
one of the main actors in the early days of the revoluti»n. 

The Qom offices of the Ayatollah Shari‘Atmadari, who was generally 


considered a moderate reformist, have been occupied “by the people" since 
Friday, and his son-in-law arrested and bodyguards disarmed.

[Interview with Reza Pahlavi, son of the late shah or Iran, in London by 
Dr 'Ali Nurzadeh: ‘“AL-DUSTUR Interviews the Shah's Son"--date not specified] 


[Excerpts] [Question] What are your plans for the liberation of Iran? 


[Answer] The road to our destination is difficult, but it is not impossible. 
What is now happening in Iran cannot continue forever. The entire nation 
can now see the real, bloody face of the Khomeyni regime. The whole world 
is now aware of the dangers. If every one of us works in isolation from the 
others, we will achieve nothing and the Iranian people will be disappointed 
in us and will be forced to seek other alternatives. The most dangerous of 
these alternatives is communism. Extremism breeds more extremism. People 
are being killed, tortured and imprisoned. There are those who spend hours 
every day standing in line to get food. Our work is dedicated to those 
people. If we disappoint them, they will tum to anyone offering salvation. 
As a symbol, not as a politician, I call on all to forget their political 
affiliations and think only of the homeland. We must all work together for 
the liberation of our land. Our movement should be toward the Iranian people 
inside Iran. Without giving details that might imperil certain people, I 
say that we are working for a solution inside Iran and our aim is to rally 
the nation's support for a national rising against the usurper rulers. 


[Question] Regarding your intentions to liberate Iran, do you have what 
could be called an “operations center" to carry out your intentions? 


[Answer] I prefer not to go into such details. Suffice it to say that we 
have some good people with whom I discuss my plans and decisions. We also 
have channels of contact inside. 


[Question] In your Iranian new year message to the Iranian nation, you 
warned the Khomeyni regime of the consequences of killing innocent people. 
Some people see this as an indication of your imminent returm to Iran. 
What is your opinion? 


[Answer] We are not saying that we will be in Iran tomorrow. We are getting 


ready and making preparations. Who knows, the day of returm may be sooner 
than you think. 
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[Question] In view of what happened to the monarchy in Iran, do you think 
it would be logical to revive the monarchy there, and do you believe that 
democracy would be better protected under any other regime? 


[Answer] I want to tell you something I have not said before. I sincerely 
say that if an alternative to monarchy was possible in Iran, I would be the 
first to support it. Perhaps there is another way, but so far all indications 
are that in a multinational country like Iran there is no alternative to the 
regime which can preserve the Iranian nation's unity. For thousands of years 
the Iranian people rallied around the king, who kept the nation together. 


[Question] What have you done so far to fight the regime from abroad? Are 
there any official contacts between you and world leaders? 


[Answer] I hope you will forgive me for giving you the following answer: 

I represent my country and as such I defend the Iranian people's interests 
in the international political sphere. Perhaps because they do not know 
what I am doing, some people think that I am not doing anything. I am doing 
what I can without talking about myself and what I do, because that might 
endanger the lives of certain people. I now declare that when the time 
comes, before long, I will be inside Iran with my people.

PROSECUTOR GENERAL HOLDS PRESS CONFERENCE 25 APRIL

[Text] According to the Central News Unit, Prosecutor General of the Islamic 
revolution Musavi-Tabrizi held a press conference with domestic and foreign 
reporters this morning. According to this report, after the recital of 
verses from the Koran the revolution prosecutor general said, regarding the 
activities of the prosecutor's office during the past year: On the third 
month of last year, while we were engaged in the war imposed by Iraq, the 
revolution prosecutor general's office--relying on God, the Muslim Umma, the 
brothers in the prosecutor's office and in other organizations--was able to 
uproot terrorist groups and organizations. Today, we declare that in most 
cities the revolution courts have completed their review of the files of the 
accused. In Tehran, too, where the number of the files was very high, 

the reviews are almost completed. 


Regarding the providing of a judicial cadre, the revolution prosecutor general 
said: On a number of occasions we have been able to organize short training 
courses, and thus ease the shortage in the judicial cadre up to a point. 

It should be said that we are faced with problems in the case of employment. 
We have a bill going through the Majlis;with the kindness of our brothers 

in the Majlis, this problem will also be overcome. 


Regarding education in prisons, the revolution prosecutor general said: 
Education methods have enabled a number of the condemned to reform and to 
become eligible for pardon. In this connection he said: A total of 19,000 
prisoners of the Justice Department and the revolution prosecutors’ offices 
have been covered by the amnesty granted by the imam of the Umma; the 
sentences on 11,000 have been reduced and 8,000 have been released. About 
12,000 of those covered by the amnesty were among those convicted in revolu- 
tion courts, about 3,000 of them were connected with the minigroups. 


Regarding the programs and activities of the special court, that is, guilds' 
affairs court, the section for combatting narcotics and acts forbidden by 
religion, Musavi-Tabrizi said: The recent changes in the special guilds’ 
affairs court have taken place solely on the request of the religious judge 
presiding over that court. At present, he is busy working in the central 
prosecutor's office. The representative of the prosecutor of that office is 
also working in the judiciary. [Passage as heard] 
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In another part of the press conference, considering the start of summer and 
stressing the need for greater observance of Islamic precepts, the revolution 
prosecutor general said: We shall deal severely with those who are. indif- 
ferent to the wishes of the Muslim Umma. 


Musavi-Tabrizi then referred to the recent plot by Sadeq Qotbzadeh. He said: 
In my opinion, the use of the word coup de d'etat is not correct in this 
case. You could call this a semi-assassination attempt [shebh-e teror]. 

He also said: The trial of Qctbzadeh should be held openly. 


At the end of the press conference, Musavi-Tabrizi gave an exclusive 
interview to a Central News Unit correspondent, to which we draw your 
attention.

KHAMENEHI NOTES USE OF ARAB NATIONALISM AGAINST IRAN

[Text] According to the Central News Unit, a group of officials and members 
of revolutionary and publicity establishments from Qom met with President 
Seyyed "Ali Khamene'i at noon today. During this meeting Mr 'Abdolmajid 
Ma'Adikhah presented a report to the president pertaining to propaganda 
activities in the city of Qom. Afterwards Mr Khamene'i, while referring to 
the sincere efforts of these brothers to expand the Islamic revolution in 
order to end the confinement of Islam inside our country, said: Under present 
circumstances, we are alone and a single voice. All the radios and famous 
news agencies of the world are at the disposal of our primary enemies, the 
Zionists. They wage as much propaganda against us as possible and as far 

as they are able. If they refrain from doing other things, it is not because 
of their purity, it is because they are already employing their maximum 
resources. 


Referring to the effect of propaganda on world public opinion, the president 
stated: People of other countries are not as aware as our people, who under- 
stand the complexities and blind alleys of international politics in various 
parts of the world. Our people, particularly the youth, analyze the political 
Situations in different parts of the world. Most people of the world are 

not so interested in politics. The spiritual nature of our revolution has 
been able to neutralize the great propaganda conspiracies of the world to 

some extent, and this cannot be denied. 








Referring to the assistance given by the reactionary countries to the 
Ba'thist regime of Saddam, the president said: So far $34 billion of oil 
money from reactionary countries of the region has been poured into Saddam's 
pocket and into the corrupt Iraqi regime to help it fight against Iran under 
the banner of Arab nationalism. This constituted cruelty against Islam, 
Arab nationalism and the people of the region. Arabism and Arab nationalism 
should be used against Zionist nationalism, not against Islam. 


Commenting on the cooperation of the rulers of Jordan and Egypt with the 

Zionist regime and the attempt of the reactionary countries of the region to 
bring Arab nationalism face to face with Islam, the president said: The 

main base of our work is Islam. In our country, there is no place for 
nationalism; our people inside the country have pushed supporters of nationalism

[Excerpts] Regarding the imam's decree on amnesty, the prosecutor-general 
said: After the imam's amnesty decree, greater attention was paid to reviewing 
prisoners’ dossiers and, by the grace of God, we have reached the final 

verdict for all but a few, and 15,000 persons have been deemed eligible 

for pardon. Half of this number have been released already. The other half 
will receive reductions in sentence: For example, those who had been sentenced 
to life imprisonment will be given 15 years, while the prison term of 15 years 
for another will be reduced to 5 years. There are other prisoners who, 

due to this concession, will be released in the near future, in, say another 

10 months or 6 months or even 3 months. 


A complete list of those whose release orders have been issued has been sent 
to prosecutors’ offices throughout the country, and soon those who are 
eligible for release will be released. In fact, some of those whose names 
were given to the courts during the new year have been released and some 
others will be released on the occasion of the anniversary of the Islamic 
Repub lic. 


In reply to a question about whether the judicial authorities of the country 
will permit the Amnesty International and the Red Cross organizations to 
inspect the prisons, the prosecutor-general replied. We gave this permission 
a long time ago, but on one condition. They should not do so with a hotile 
or prejudiced attitude. They should clarify their reasons first and state 
openly: "We are against terrorism and we denounce terrorism." We shall not 
grant lackeys or biased individuals the same permission.

services provided by the companies involved in the agreement. 


Commenting on the training course planned by the national airline, he said 
that during the past 18 months a total of 426 training courses have been 
organized in the fields of wings, body, engine, general subjects, computers 
and other specialized courses required by the national airline. Apart from 
that, 140 airline lecturers and technical experts have been sent to educa- 
tional institutions, inside the country and abroad, in order to study and 
pass specialized courses.

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COPPER FACTORY PUBLICIZES SPARE-PARTS CAPABILITY 
Tehran KEYHAN in Persian 14 Mar 82 p 5 


[Text] An exhibition of various parts from copper industries, particularly 
from the Sar-Cheshmeh Copper Complex, has been organized so that Iranian 
craftsmen can come and see the parts and make them if they are able. In the 
short period which has passed since the exhibition's organization, it has 
become clear that Iranian workers can domestically produce more than 80 
percent of the parts on display, all of which are foreign made, and in the 
future will be able to supply spare parts needed by the Sar-Cheshmeh Copper 
Complex. 


Awareness of this matter and the continuation of spare-parts construction 

can eliminate both the anxiety arising from the spare-parts shortage and 
interruption of cooper industries’ activity which should reach a new 

production stage in a few months with the all-out operation of Sar-Cheshmeh. 
Planning for the domestic production and supply of needed equipment can open 
the way to the exploration of more mines and the expansion of copper industries. 


The Sar-Cheshmeh Copper Complex is passing through the last stages before 
complete cooper production, although the major part of it is already 
operational. Last month its smelters were ignited, and prior to that the 
complex had begun the stage of producing 25 percent concentrate. It is 
expected that upon completion of the Sar-Cheshmeh copper refinery before the 
end of next year, copper ingots will be produced for domestic consumption. 
At the present time most of the country's copper needs are imported from 
abroad. A great amount of money is spent every year for the purchase of 
copper or copper products. Copper industries officials say that the 
Sar-Cheshmeh Copper Complex will supply the country's entire needs after 
completion of its half-finished sections. 


We asked Engineer Mohammad Hadi-Ardabili, general manager of the Sar-Cheshmeh 
Copper Complex, concering the complex's readiness and activity. He said: 

"We entered a new production stage a few months ago. At the present time we 
are concentrating on copper ore which has a 1.2 percent copper content, and 
bringing it up to 25 to 35 percent content. Fifty percent of the 
concentrating units were put into operation on 11 February 1982 with the help 
of God. We have ignited the smelting furnaces. After they get hot enough, by 
21 March we will load the furnaces in order to get copper anode ingots. 
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It is predicted that we will be producing at 50 percent of final capacity in 
that month. The copper ingots will then go the refinery for final 
purification where “+ ‘egree of purity will reach 99.99 percent. We call 
that copper ‘cathou. . Of course the refinery is in the assembly stage. 

On the basis of the contract we have the Consortium it is planned that the 
refinery will get underway on 22 December 1982. 


"We are presently busy with negotiations so that we can push that date 
forward, God willing. I would add that foreign experts at the complex only 
have an advisory role, and that decision-making is the responsibility of 
Iranians." 


"At the present time 'concentrated' copper is being produced and has customers 
on the world market. However, we are storing it until the refinery is ready 
for work because we need it ourselves." 


Concerning the principal consumption of copper and the effect of the complex' 
production on the country’s economy, Engineer Ardabili adds: "Our main 
consumption is by cable-making factories. We are currently producing 'Dilet' 
ingots for them which go the cable-making factories after purification. 

At the same time we have a plan to use copper ingots in the cast-iron industry 
as copper and brass sheets, tubes and bars, since at the present time all of 
these are imported." 


"The Sar-Cheshmeh Copper Complex is one of the country's heavy industries, 
and when it is in full operation we will no longer need foreign imports. 


Then we will be able to set up industries affiliated with copper production. 
Right now a great many workshops and factories which have an urgent need for 
copper have shut down due to the copper shortage. Also start-up permits 

are not being issued to these types of workshops because copper is not being 
produced. However, when the complex begins production all these problems 
will be solved." 


"We also produce gold, silver and molybdenum along with copper in the 
Sar-Cheshmeh complex. Another mine called 'Miduk' is under exploration, and 
its copper is a higher grade than the present one's. We have gotten good 
results." 


The Sar-Cheshmeh Copper Complex, which is being readied for operation with the 
cooperation of the German-Belgian Consortium, has an annual capacity of 
145,000 tons of purified copper. From calculations done on the open mine 

face at Sar-Cheshmeh it has been determined that the mine possesses 800 
million tons of copper ore reserves which can supply the country's copper 
industries' needs for the next 20 years. 


At the Copper Industries Exhibition 
In light of this calculation, and considering the country's conditions, we 
should now be thinking about providing the machinery and equipment needed for 


the extraction, concentration and production of copper ingots, lest a shortage 
of equipment cause production programs to halt or stagnate. 
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Recently an exhibition was set up in the ministry of mines and metals in 
which 420 parts of equipment from Sar-Cheshmeh were put on view for 
craftsmen. The exhibition was arranged on the ministry's ground floor and 
inside dividers that were set up in the main hall. Tables were laden with 
Steel and cast-iron parts, rings and gearwheels, electrical parts and wires, 
screws, various rubber parts, and a great many parts for complicated 
equipment at the Sar-Cheshmeh Complex. Large metal parts lay on the floor 
in the corners and sides of the exhibit. The space and facilities of the 
exhibition are not such as to attract the ordinary spectator. Everyone who 
comes to the exhibit has a craft and comes with the intention of making or 
producing parts. Each one scrupulously makes notes of the specifications 
and numbers of the parts he is interested in. 


Sa'id Rahimian, the official in charge of the exhibition, speaking about the 
reasons for holding it, said: "We must be self-sufficient in order to 
attain economic independence, and the exhibition was organized to this end. 
Iranian craftsmen and producers, while examining the parts on display, can 
inform us of their ability to make them. Thus, by producing these parts for 
the Sar-Cheshmeh Complex we can simultaneously supply them and avoid 
importing them for a long time. The exhibition displays electrotechnical, 
mechanical and electronic parts, and parts connected with concentration, 
smelting and excavation. In light of the country's copper reserves which can 
supply our needs for many years, equipment and tools should also be prepared. 
Since all of these parts are foreign, we want to have Iranian craftsmen 
produce them domestically in order to sever our dependency. At the present 
time if we want to supply a needed part, a sample of it goes to the 
engineering section at the Sar-Cheshmeh Complex, and if it is not possible 

to make it in the complex’ workshops, we bring the part to the center. 

One of the reasons for organizing the exhibition is that we want to make 
these items in Iran even if the price is higher than the foreign-made one's." 


He continued: "Some say that the cost of producing these items is higher 
than that of their foreign equivalents. However, in our view, producing 
these items creates jobs and raises the level of the craftsmen's technical 
knowledge. Under these conditions it prevents both the flight of th» 
country's 1oreign exchange and foreign dependency. At the same time, if the 
cost of producing an item is expensive due to producing a mold, this only 
related to one stage, and as production continues, the price will fall." 


Concerning circumstances of the craftsmen's inspection and their capability 
to make these parts, the exhibition official said: ‘We immediately gave 
special invitations to craftsmen who had previously participated in similar 
exhibitions. Similarly we invited some industrial arts schools to inspect 
the exhibitions. So far 53 factories and workshops have requested to build 
these parts and have informed us of their resources and needs. In this 
short period it became evident that Iranian craftsmen can make more than 80 
percent of the parts for the Sar-Cheshmeh Copper Complex. It has been 
decided that after the exhibition ends and the requests have been studied, 
these persons' workplaces will be examined for their work and quality. Then 
contracts will be concluded with them for making the parts." 
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"This exhibition is really a place for drawing energy. While inspecting the 
exhibition, some groups have said: ‘If we had the resources, we could make 
these parts.' Some of the viewers are even producing parts similar to these 
without our having known about it. At the same time, as the exhibition goes 
On, anyone having a suggestion or idea brings it up. We then make use of 

it if it is interesting to us. During the exhibition we have become aware 
that we should have a center or bank of information relating to spare parts 
in which we could collect data about needs and resources for preparing and 
making parts. Thus, as soon as we need something, we could seek out the 
producer."

OUTLOOK FOR DEFENSE INDUSTRY UNDER SHARON DISCUSSED

/Text/ Manufacturers of weapons systems in Israel are anxiously following the in- 
tense internal struggle that has been waged for a long time in the Ministry of De- 
fense over the fate of the arms purchase administration and the construction and 
property branch, that is, over the subjugation of civilians to the IDF by Maj Gen 
Yohanan Gur, head of the quartermaster branch. 


The production of weapons in Israel, which has been greatly developed in the last 
few years and has brought about a big jump in exports owing to the positive ap- 
proach of director general Yosef Ma'ayan (who was forced to resign) and Hayim Go- 
lan, head of the arms purchase administration, to the industry, is liable to stand 
in place and even to regress--to degenerate--because of the possible military do- 
mination (according to the plans of Minister of Defense Ariel Sharon) over an ef- 
ficient civilian system, which has acquired know-how, experience and reputation. 


The intense struggle leaves victims. The workers’ committee does not yield to 
Sharon's pressure and dictates. Sharon persists in his stubbornness. Golan, head 
of the arms purchase administration, and Dr Naftali Goral, head of the construction 
and property branch, were forbidden to sign obligations. Temporary replacements 
have been found for them until the struggle is resolved. This weex this struggle 
has again intensified in the persons of Avraham Ben Yosef, acting director general, 
and accountant Dov Hokhman, who today sign every obligation, which previously was 
signed by Golan and Goral by virtue of their legal authority. 


Nor his Maj Gen Yohanan Gur, or whoever replaces him, exhausted the job assigned 
to him by the minister. There is a freeze along the entire front. Major General 
Gur was ready to agree to the proposal by the workers’ committee that he leave the 
IDF and head the combined branch of arms purchase (maintenance), construction and 
property, but Ariel Sharon reacted angrily to the committee's initiative and left 
the debate before it ended. Sharon firmly insists on the implementation of his 
original plan, which aroused the committee's wrath, that is, only a military man 
will head this important branch. The window that has opened wide to local indus- 
try and has developed a wonderful base for the production of weapons systems re- 
strains the demands by IDF bodies preferring quick imports from abroad to blue-and- 
white arms purchases. 
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Warnings by Head of Arms Purchase Administration 


Hayim Golan, who was deputy head of the quartermaster branch with the rank of brig- 
adier general until 1978, is most of all afraid that the quartermaster branch will 
control the arms purchase administration and that local industry will be pushed to 
the edge. Who if not he knows the quartermaster branch from the inside? His warn- 
ings sounded behind closed doors far away from the limelight of commmnication 

ought to worry every citizen who has the good of the industry's establishment at 
heart and who is afraid of a military dictate over civilians. 


Hayim Golan, head of the arms purchase administration, maintains continuous con- 
tacts with Israeli industry. He has acquired the reputation of a "doer." From 

the defense budget of 36.5 billion shekels the arms purchase administration spends 
more than 50 percent--18 billion shekels and more--on purchases for the defense 
system in the military industry and in the aircraft industry (purchases from these 
two government bodies keep decreasing in a worrisome manner at the expense of in- 
creased imports from the United States and Europe): spare parts, food products, 
fuel and clothing. It should be remembered that about one-third of the shekel bud- 
get of the Ministry of Defense is swallowed by the salary paragraph (!). 


In other words, the arms purchase administration spends about 52 percent of the 
shekel budget of the Ministry of Defense and about 90 percent of the dollar budget 
from the assistance passing through it. The construction and property branch spends 
about 10 to 15 percent of the budget. Ariel Sharon is striving for a worrisome 
situation of control over all power centers, in which most of the system's budget 
will be in the hands of his representative and subordinate Major General Yohanan 
Gur, head of the quartermaster branch (or whoever replaces him). When the civilian 
arms purchase administration--if it continues to exist at all--is under the full 
military control of the quartermaster branch (that is, of the minister of defense), 
it will be possible to absorb with relative ease and speed many new "experts" from 
outside, such as Arye Genger, in the system. The committee will be out of bounds 
and will not be able to rebel against a pseudomilitary or full military branch man- 
aged by the head of the quartermaster branch. 


The arms purchase administration under military control will lead to an intensi- 
fied involvement of IDF bodies in the arms purchase process--a process now entrus- 
ted to civilian hands (head of the arms purchase administration, director general 
of the Ministry of Defense and minister of defense). The logistic bases of IDF 
bodies will dictate to the head of the quartermaster branch, which today they can- 
not do to the purely civilian arms purchase administration. 


Taxpayers face several dangers from this possible development, if indeed the min- 
ister of defense surmounts the obstacles placed in his path to the implementation 
of his far reaching plan, such as: 


There will be no thorough process--which, indeed, is slightly prolonged--of exami- 


nation and balance, as is done today in the Ministry of Defense with respect to 
every military and/or civilian purchase;

The IDF will realize a very old dream: quick purchases abroad to replenish ware- 
houses instead of waiting for supply from local production after prolonged devel- 
opment. Such a process will cause Israeli industry to degenerate and will hurt ex- 
ports. Development regions will also be hurt. The expanding defense industry that 
will be stopped will not reach them. 


No one will see to it--as today the arms purchase administration does--that every 
import project incorporates locally manufactured components; 


The open framework of the arms purchase administration will be replaced with a 
close military body. The accepted trade rules in contacts with local industry will 
not be observed. 


Professionals in the arms purchase administration, who have specialized in this 
complex subject for years, will be replaced with alternating officers, whose prim- 
ary concern is the advance of their personal careers. The refined methods of the 
arms purchase administration will give way to various military improvisations, 
which will be developed in every logistic center of one IDF body or another. 


Only in the last year or two has the arms purchase administration, mainly under 
the relatively new leadership of Hayim Golan, begun to pressure manufacturers 
abroad, from whom equipment worth vast amounts is purchased, to commit themselves 
to reciprocal purchases in Israel. The arms purchase administration seeks to 
force manufacturers abroad to purchase in Israel parts and components worth 20 to 
30 percent of Israel's purchases from them as part of American loans and assist- 
ance, which amount to 1.4 billion dollars, American law permits its manufacturers 
and suppliers to buy abroad--in this case Israel--up to 49 percent of the value of 
an order. Thus far Israel has not succeeded in properly implementing this far- 
reaching concession and the industry cries over it, but it is also partly to blame 
for this. The ordinary Israeli industrialist is not properly organized in his 
production and marketing systems and is not sufficiently aggressive in his pene- 
tration into the sophisticated markets of the United States. 


Manufacturers ofF-16 and Reciprocal Purchases 


American manufacturers do not hasten to establish contacts with Israel for the 
purpose of making defense purchases as part of reciprocal purchases. Although 
some sophisticated projects are realized in this way, they represent a drop in the 
ocean. A strong stand on reciprocal purchases here at the rate of up to 30 per- 
cent of the value of the deals can ensure a quick technological jump for Israel. 
This paragraph is especially important at this time of suffocation of the shekel 
budget of the Ministry of Defense, which does not leave a big surplus (after de- 
duction of one-third for salaries) for local defense purchases. 


For example, when the United States advanced the shipments of F-16 to Israel at 
the expense of Iran (which hastened to cancel the purchase after Khomeyni assumed ™ 
power), Israel did not insist on reciprocal purchases here by the spoiled supplier 
General Dynamics. Now, when the strengthening of future relations with the com- 
pany is under consideration, the arms purchase administration asks the manufac- 
turer to buy in Israel products valued at about 30 percent of the expected deals 
as part of the reciprocal purchases stipulated in American law. The friction with 
the manufacturer, who does not rejoice at Israel's request, has continued for 1’s 
years. 
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When General Dynamics was asked to buy Tadiran's communication apparatus for F-16 
aircraft, the experts of the American company used flimsy arguments against this. 
In practice, they were right: As compared with the American price, the price of a 
Tadiran unit is 30 percent higher. But the Israelis had a logical explanation: 
The price was set after only 250 units were manufactured, while 25,000 units were 
manufactured in the United States. The request: If a reasonable number of units 
are ordered, Israel will be able to supply them to the company at a lower price 
than the American price--but to no avail. 


The arms purchase administration under civilian control would attempt to see to it 
that within a few years the reciprocal purchases by American manufacturers of com- 
bined weapons systems make up about 30 percent of the 1.4 billion dollars of Amer- 
ican assistance and loans. It is doubtful whether the arms purchase administra- 
tion under military control will aspire for such an important achievement, which 
can move the wheels of Israeli industry with tremendous power. 


Moreover, General Dynamics promised Israel to make purchases worth 200 million dol- 
lars here. The company refused to commit itself to this in a contract, saying: 

"We will make a good and sincere effort." But it did not fulfill its moral obli- 
gation. It made purchases worth only 50 million dollars from us, but it sold us 
aircraft worth vasts amounts. 


Purges in the Ministry of Defense 


If a major general heads the arms purchase administration, he will not bother to 
implement reciprocal purchases in Israel. His main concern will be to satisfy the 
desires of the Air Force or any other military body through quick purchases to 
replenish warehouses and to crowd spare parts on shelves. Why to order in Israel 
and be exposed to an inspection by the state comptroller? Why to wait sometimes 
years for the sought product to be developed when it is possible to obtain it im- 
mediately abroad? Why to get involved in Israeli bureaucracy? 


The arms purchase administration warns: Disaster hangs over Israeli industry. If 
the arms purchase administration is headed by the major general in charge of the 
quartermaster branch, it will degenerate. 


The arms purchase administration is built on brigades against IDF bodies--one fac- 
ing the other. For example, if a corps wants to acquire weapons with professional 
specifications, the head of the quartermaster branch budgets the order through its 
logistic center and transmits it through the channels of the arms purchase admin- 
istration. The responsibility for choosing the place where the order should be 
placed--in Israel or abroad--rests with the head of the arms purchase administra- 
tion. Negotiations with suppliers begin. National matters with their priorities 
are not strangers in the considerations of the arms purchase administration for 
purchase needs. Local industry is not a stepson as far as it is concerned. Nor 
are there duplications--as Minister Sharon claims--between the arms purchase ad- 
ministration and the quartermaster branch. On the contrary, the civilian body 
complements the military body and vice versa. 


Ariel Sharon now wants to place a mediator between the head of a military body 
(for example, the Air Force) and the head of the civilian arms purchase adminis- 
tration. Why does the director general of the Ministry of Defense--the superior 
body to which the arms purchase administration is subordinate--need a mediator in 
the person of the head of the quartermaster branch? 
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The domination of the quartermaster branch over the arms purchase administration 
and the construction and property branch will also lead to an immediate or gradual 
removal of Hayim Golan, head of the arms purchase administration, and Ya'aqov (Sha- 
pik) Shapira, deputy director general for defense exports. These two are likely-- 
or perhaps liable--to sooner or later join Yosef Ma'ayan, director general of the 
ministry, who was forced to resign, Zviqa Shor, financial adviser of the chief of 
staff and head of the budget branch at the ministry (who was absorbed immediately 
in Tadiran) and Maj Gen Natiq Sharon. Another respected veteran worker is pushed 
and rocked as a result of the changes taking place at the ministry: Hayim Israeli, 
head of the office from bygone days. All the above-mentioned are talented offi- 
cials and there are few like them in Israel, but Ariel Sharon takes into consider- 
ation contacts and "his own people," not talent, for the implementation of person- 
nel changes, whose benefits may be outweighed by drawbacks. 


Sharon also seeks to remove from the ministry Avraham Ben Yosef, acting director 
general, who does his work with talent, loyalty, discreteness, diplomacy and a 
great deal of tact. He plans to appoint him--if the committee approves--minister 
of defense in Washington, who will also be responsible for the arms purchase dele- 
gation in New York. 


Director General of the Ministry of Finance Criticizes 


Many days will pass before the new director general comes. It is doubtful whether 
David "Ivri, commander of the Air Force, will accept the job offered him. Under 
subordination to Ariel Sharon his authority will be meaningless. Prof 'Ezra Sdan, 
director general of the Ministry of Finance, says that it is a great pity that the 
minister of defense has begun to make changes in his ministry in the matter of the 
arms purchase administration/quartermaster branch and not with an immediate appoint- 
ment of a new director general. Professor Sdan stresses that the Ministry of De- 
fense needs a strong director general, a personality with authority and decisive 
weight. Only when there is such a person--will a person who agrees to work closely 
with such a strong minister as Sharon be found?--will it be possible (according to 
Sdan) to clarify the true significance and logistic importance of the merging of 
the arms purchase administration with the quartermaster branch. Professor Sdan 
says that it is advisable for the director general of the Ministry of Defense to 
determine such matters as economic-industrial strategic policy; manpower; research 
and development and so forth. "There are much more important problems than the 
liquidation of the arms purchase administration, which does not make the most 
significant contribution to the reorganization that Sharon seeks to introduce." 


The key to the needed reorganization is David Ben Gurion's article from 1953. The 
director general of the Ministry of Defense must deal with all economic matters. 
The chief of staff must handle all IDF matters. 


This is how the ministry was administered before the thunderous appearance of Min- 
ister Sharon, who seeks to make changes without any guarantee that his work will 
succeed. Before Sharon's arrival the ministry's leadership acted according to the 
patterns established by Levi Eshkol when he was minister of defense--the army will 
say what and how much to buy and the ministry will say how and when. The divi- 
sion between civilians and men in uniforms was clear. 
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Prof Pinhas Zusman, former director general, based the division on appropriate pat- 
terns. Yosef Ma'ayan, last director general, who left, an engineer by profession, 
brigadier-general (res) in the Air Force, a man of thought and vision, intensified 
the Ben Gurion/Eshkol doctrine. Professor Zusman distributed the main part of the 
central defense budget among IDF bodies so that the army may plan its orders ac- 
cording to its priorities. Director general Ma‘ayan left less than one-third of 
his ministry's budget under his direct responsibility. The army's requests for 
arms purchases were referred to the arms purchase administration, which executed 
them in coordination with its direct superior--the director general. There were 
no pressures. Only in this way--a military body orders and a civilian body sup- 
plies--was it possible to plan the development of the industry's defense base, as 
in the wonderful tale of Elop--Electrooptics Industries LTD (Nes Ziyyona)--an en- 
terprise in equal partnership between Tadiran and the initiator, the industrialist 
and hotelier Yequtiel Federman. 


Yosef Ma'ayan's Success 


After a 2-year stubborn struggle, which was waged by Yosef Ma‘ayan, director gen- 
eral of the Ministry of Defense, and Hayim Golan, head of the arms purchase admin- 
istration, it was established with the agreement of the Foreign and Defense Commit- 
tee that for the purchase of fire control systems for the Merkava Elop was to be 
preferred to companies abroad. The IDF, which is never enthusiastic about pur- 
chases in Israel, was defeated by the civilian leadership of the Ministry of De- 
fense, which prevented the collapse of this enterprise. 


The fire control system is very sophisticated. It supplies eyes for the tank gun- 
ner and the peritelescope, through which the landscape is seen, for the tank com- 
mander. In this way it is possible to prevent the exposure of the body to enemy 
hits. A laser range finder is introduced into this. It is possible to make bal- 
listic corrections in the gun. There is fire control and there is night sight. 

It is possible to make night into day for the gunner's convenience (tiny glass). 


The defense system wanted to get an offer abroad for a fire control system for the 
Merkava tank in the amount of 12.5 million dollars, but the developers had diffi- 
culties in development and did not succeed in implementing the order. Elop found 
the necessary solution. The company cooperates with Elbit (Maj Gen (Res) Binya- 
min Peled, who was commander of the Air Force, is the director general), which 
supplies the computer and linked electronics. Elop manufactures all the electro- 
optics. 


The Israeli development of a fire control system for the Merkava on the initiative 
of the civilian leadership of the Ministry of Defense repaid itself quickly. The 
fire control system for the Merkava manufactured by Elop is one of the best in the 
world and is capable of replacing any similar instrumentation in the West. After 
struggles the enterprise received an order for equipment for the Merkava tank. 
Israel acquired reputation in the world in tank innovations--the gun, motor and 
armor (shield)--owing to the policy of the arms purchase administration, whose 
heads are civilians. If arms purchases had been entrusted to the IDF, there would 
have been no development of original weapons systems. 











Production at Elop is zooming. In 3 years 17 million dollars have been invested 

in development and expansion in order to meet the flow of orders received at the 
enterprise, where the joy of creation is felt at every department. In the next 4 
years Elop production will total 140 million dollars, half of it for export. How- 
ever, without local development and the IDF's orders for equipment, there would 
have been no exports and many of the 770 workers, half of them academicians and en- 
gineers, perhaps would have left the country and, among other things, served the 
arms industry of the United States. 


Failure of the American Manufacturer 


The foresight of Yosef Ma'ayan, director general of the Ministry of Defense (Ariel 
Sharon made a costly mistake when he hastened to fire him), and of Hayim Golan, 
head of the arms purchase administration, gave rise to a sophisticated industry at 
Elop in several fields sought after in Israel and throughout the world, each of 
which has "families" of byproducts, such as: 


electromechanical optics: telescopes, peritelescopes and compasses; peripheral 
electronic defense systen; 


lasers: of the first rank in the world; laser range finders; laser readers; 


coherent light beam, which makes it possible to obtain range data and to illuminate 
targets; 


night visibility: intensification of star light; thermal simulation--two sensitive 
and critical technologies. Israel is not dependent in this special field of know- 
ledge. The civilian defense system pushed the research and development of the nec- 
essary technological base, such as thermal simlation. By means of instrumentation 
it is possible to detect radian energy at any moment at a reasonable distance; 


avionics: a top display for fighter planes, or the pilot's direct look at the land- 
scape without lowering his eyes. 


In view of the changes that Ariel Sharon concocts in the defense system, the fol- 
lowing question arises: Does the minister of defense want to push the wheel back 
by subjugating the arms purchase administration to the quartermaster branch? 


During the Ezer Weizman/Yosef Ma'ayan period (the two complemented each other well) 
there was recognition of the fact that defense production was also a lever for de- 
fense, economy and export up to an axiom. On the eve of Ezer Weizman's entry into 
the Ministry of Defense Elop directors were forced to run from office to office in 
order to convince the system of the quality of their products and of the potential 
inherent in their enterprise. The aura of prestige still surrounded American prod- 
ucts, which was not always justified (see the American gun AM-16, to mention only 
such a popular product). Today Israeli capability can already be seen in action. 


Another story will illustrate Israel's capability in the face of the American giant. 


Next April there is to be an illustrative legal wrangle in the United States bet- 
ween the Ministry of Defense and an American manufacturer, owing to a smashing 
failure in the execution of a sophisticated national communication system worth 
about 100 million dollars, whose echoes reached the communication media at the 
beginning of last November. 
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The story began about 3 years ago. In Israel there was pressure to sign an agree- 
ment with the American company Sperry Univac from Minneapolis (Indiana). Without 
difficulty, but with a little willpower and patience, it was possible to order the 
sophisticated system in Israel from Tadiran and/or through a combination of several 
electronic enterprises in Israel. Indeed, Tadiran took part in the 1979 tender, 
but the American enterprise received priority because of the offer of a lower price. 
The gap in Tadiran's disfavor was minor, but there was a fly in the ointment. The 
American manufacturer acquired reputation in the field of computers, but lacked 
competence in the field with which the tender was concerned, that is, communication 
systems, especially military communication systems, with which it never dealt, not 
like experienced Tadiran. This job should not have been entrusted to the American 
manufacturer. 


The failure was not late in coming. After about 2 years of thunderous silence, 
when something was published in the communication media, the defense system was 
forced to admit failure. IDF officers, who visited the American enterprise, de- 
termined that the project had no chance to succeed there. The match was not suc- 
cessful. The project was not managed properly. Four directors were changed. The 
company began to accumlate losses. It hastened to make a difficult financial de- 
mand, referring to the contract (which for some reason were /sic/ absent in the 
tender(!). The company claimed that it lost tens of millions of dollars and would 
not be able to meet the obligation to complete the project before 1982. On its 
part the Ministry of Defense sought to impose a fine on the company in the amount 
of 15 million dollars through the realization of the performance guarantee, but 
the action was restrained in a hostile manner by an American court. The arguments 
will be heard in April, but in any event there will be a mutual wrangle. 


The Sperry Univac case lit a red bulb in the defense system. It was decided to 
stop the execution in the United States and to transfer the project to Israel with- 
out a tender by the method of cost plus. 


The possibility that the project will again be bogged down and face a collapse as 
in the United States is not ruled out. 


The arms purchase administration defends itself: We entrusted the implementation 
to the American manufacturer (who failed), because of the American credit in our 
hands in the absence of shekels... Now we will be able to continue by the credit 
method even after the transfer of the project's management to Israel. 


IDF Prefers Foreign Countries 


The truth should be stated: IDF bodies, which constantly pressure to make arms 
purchases abroad, mainly in the United States, stress constantly: In the United 
States one buys "for sure." This is not true. The cases I described also illus- 
trate the other side of the "American success." 


The truth is that purchases abroad circumvent control and prevent inspection by 
the state comptroller. Even if there is a mess,asin the case of the Sperry Uni- 
vac project, one does not hear much, or at all, about it in Israel. It is con- 
venient not to take chances in arms purchases abroad. It is not necessary to wait 
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for the development of the Israeli product. In general, in the United States it is 
possible to buy directly from the shelf with good (and bad) results. Arms purchases 
abroad also mean sending the families of regular officers for long periods for pur- 
poses of "study" and "accompaniment" of the arms purchased. And, of course, the 
worn out excuse, which no one is permitted to use any longer: We have dollars, but 
we always lack shekels. 


"Aqiba Meir, director general of Elop, stresses that it is necessary to ensure that 
the planned reorganization in the Ministry of Defense will not lead to the extinction 
of the policy of Pinhas Zusman/Yosef Ma'ayan/Hayim Golan, whose essence was "with 
the face toward the defense industry." Ariel Sharon should not turn his back on it 
only to chop off some heads in the system whom he does not like. The defense indus- 
try has been a gigantic exporter in the last few years. By means of defense ex- 
ports to dozens of countries throughout the world sometimes political gains are 

also made. We must not make light of this asset, which is based mainly on the wise 
policy adopted by the arms purchase administration in the last 3 years. 


Quartermaster Branch Does Not Dominate 


In all the planned reorganization Minister Sharon did not give thought to the fi- 
nance/accountancy branch, whose function is not only the handling of funds and pay- 
ments, but also the control of the quality of arms purchases made by the arms pur- 
chase administration--a whole station not subordinate to the quartermaster branch, 
which does not succeed in gaining control over the vast military complex called re- 
habilitation and maintenance centers, in which there is a "tremendous waste of re- 
sources," as claimed by authorized controllers (as I explained in my previous ar- 
ticle in MA'ARIV on 19 February). 


Knesset member Naftali Blumental, the restrained director general of Kur, who uses 
soft language, warns that the benefits of the efficiency proposed in the Ministry 
of Defense--subordination of the arms purchase administration to the quartermaster 
branch--may be outweighed by the drawbacks. 


Ariel Sharon is seeking shortcuts and imaginary savings. ‘he process of inspection 
and balance, as is the case with the arms purchase administration, must not be given 
up. It can be made more efficient, but it must not be liquidated through its place- 
ment, for all practical purposes, in the hands of a military major general, whose 
consideration is mostly a short-term one. 


There is a clear clash of interests: The IDF wants "quick" arms purchases for the 
"Shelf." The arms purchase administration also sees the interests of all Israel. 
The swallowing of the arms purchase administration by the IDF's quartermaster 
branch will perhaps save time, transfers necessary for purposes of inspection and 
a few clerks, but it may also do damage to the zooming defense industry. 


The implementation of arms purchases, management and daily operation will be in the 
hands of men in uniform, civilians will be subjected to commands by generals, the 
industry will be damaged and taxpayers will be asked to pay the bills for the ex- 
pected industrial lag.

[Editorial: "Language of Bullets"] 


[Text] The killing and wounding of Arabs in the territories has become 
almost routine. Hardly a day passes by without at least one or two of 
them, mostly young ones, being killed. The Israel public has become so 
inured to this, it seems no longer to pay attention. 


To be sure, these are not simply Arabs but, for the most part, Arab 
demonstrators, incited to acts of violence. And the Israelis who kill 
them are, for the most part, members of the security forces whose duty is 
to maintain law and order. 


But the Arabs are by and large unarmed, except with rocks which they hurl 
and tyres which they set on fire, and they do not come organized in military 
formations. And the troops and the border guards who are supposed to shoot 
only in self-defence, and only into the air or at the demonstrators" feet, 
somehow manage to strike an assailant dead, and not with rubber bullets 
either. 


An occasional inquiry is ordered of a soldier who is suspected of having shot 
out of line, and not at a demonstrator but at, say, a lone Arab woman. But 
rarely does this lead anywhere. The same is true of the occasional investi- 
gation of the West Bank vigilantes, the local Jewish settlers who tote their 
guns by permission, indeed at the behest, of the authorities. 


Needless to say, the killings are not planned in advance, nor are they an end 
in themselves. They are merely the product of a policy which aims at 
suppressing the PLO, and alienating the people of the territories from it. 
But their practical result is just exactly the opposite. They add fuel to 
the PLO flames, and they widen the gulf between Israelis and Palestinians 
perhaps beyond any prospect of bridging. 


Certainly it is strange, that after the Temple Mount incident, when Moslem 
religious and political extremism held in the reins, there was no effort by 
government ministers to engage in direct dialogue and quiet conversations 
with West Bank and East Jerusalem leaders, including moderates. That was 
all left to Teddy Killek and the Jerusalem municipality. The government, 
through the army and security forces, spoke only with the language of force. 


If there is any hope that the people of the territories might one day welcome 


the autonomy scheme under Israel's aegis, it can be realized only by a 
process of dialogue. All we are doing now is killing off that hope.

THREE NEW WEST BANK TOWNS PLANNED

[Excerpt] The ministries of defense, construction and agriculture have 
decided to establish three new towns in the West Bank: Bet Arye, Nili and 
Yaqir. The town of Ari‘el is similarly to be expanded. All told, there is 
talk about building 8,900 new apartments. The rest by civil servants and 
the defense establishments. [As published] 


The new towns will be built in the next 3 years according to the following 
plan: 


Bet Arye, west of the (Barqan) industrial zone and southeast of Elqana, 

For the moment, the plan is for 1,100 apartments to be built. The land for 
500 of them was allocated for Communications Ministry employees, and for 

600 apartments--for Soviet immigrants and various circles affiliated with the 
Herut Movement. Villas and duplexes will be built there in the "build your 
own home" method. 


Mili--A new town, planned at the first stage to have 1,800 duplexes, near 
Modi'in. This town is intended primarily for aircraft industries workers. 


Yaqir--A new town that will be established north of Barqan. At the first 
stage, 3,000 apartments of all sorts of styles will be built. 


In addition to this, a decision has recently been made to add 3,000 apart- 
ments to Ari'el beyond the ones already in the building stages. 


The three towns are intended to increase the Jewish presence in central 
Samaria. In the north of Samaria, some 27,000 dunams have recently been 
found to be state and absentee property. They will serve as land reserves 
for the town of Qarme Shomron, Elqana and 'Immanu'el for the purpose of 
building thousands of additional apartments.

NEW GRENADE DEVELOPED FOR DEMONSTRATIONS

[Text] The IDF has recently introduced into use a new tool for the dispersal 
of demonstrations, a special grenade developed by the Israeli Aircraft 
Industries which expels 15 little rubber cones which cause pain but not wounds 
when they hit. Here are the details from our correspondent Hayim (Ra ivya). 


[Ravya] Use of rubber bullets to disperse demonstrations is the custom in 
many regimes and armies. This, for example, is how the British acted in 
Ireland. The advantages are obvious: This bullet cannot kill. In several 
countries the bullets are painted. When they hit, they leave a color stain 
on the demonstrators and afterward the police can locate them easily. The 
IDF is using an Israeli-made grenade. 


[Begin unidentified recording] The grenade to disperse demonstrations was 
developed by the Military Industries [as heard--note earlier Aircraft 
Industries] a few years ago to disperse demonstrations and especially to 
prevent wounding of civilians when hit by the rubber cones in it. [End 
recording ] 


[(Ravya)] That was Yisra'el Galili, the director of development, assembly 
and experiments in the Military Industries. 


[Begin Galili recording] Their range is short, between 60-70 meters; and 
they are very soft rubber cones, so that when they hit, they are very painful 
and sometimes they can leave a bruise on sensitive skin, but not more than 
that. They cannot kill or wound a person. [End recording] 


[(Ravya)] The grenade is fitted to the barrels of the weapons used by the 
IDF, such as the Galil and the Romat, the self-loading rifle. With the aid 
of the cartridge blank, the 15 rubber cones are fired while the body of the 
grenade remains on the barrel and can be used again. The weight of the 15 
projectiles is 130 gm. By the way, they can also be fired from the ‘Uzi 
submachine gun, even from the new mini-'Uzi, although for shorter ranges.

NEW RADAR SYSTEM--The air force has recently put into operation a new 
computerized radar system able to provide a picture of aviational movement 
in our region quickly and with a high degree of reliability. Air Force 
Commander Maj Gen David ‘Ivri says that with this system, which is a 
ground system, and with an airborne control [baqara] system such as in the 
Hawkeye plane there is a certain compensation for the loss of Israeli air 
space following the withdrawal from Sinai.

"MILLIONS' DONATED TO GOLAN DRUZE--Majdal Shams--Several million shekels worth 
of aid reportedly have been contributed by Israeli Arabs and residents of the 
Nabulus area to the four striking Golan Druze villages. The general strike, 
which enters its 10th week this morning, was called to protest the extension 
of Israeli law to the Golan Heights. The contributions came in the form of 
food, money, clothing, legal aid and medical treatment, and most of the 
donations are from Galilee Druze and Arab villages, sources said. Many of 

the Galilee Druze who came to the aid of the coreligionists on the Golan 

do not share the radical views of the strikers. This week the villagers of 
Kafr Yasif, Abu Sinan and Judeida in Western Galilee collected 75,000 

Israeli shekels for the strikers and a large delegation of residents travelled 
to the Golan to hand over the money to the strike organizers. [Text]

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POSTPONMENT OF IMMIGRATION PLAN--Prime Minister Begin has asked the Jewish 
Agency to freeze for the time being a special plan to encourage immigration 
to Judaea and Samaria. Our correspondent, Avraham Ben-Melekh, has learned 
that the Immigration Department of the Jewish Agency together with the 
Settlement Department intended to open on Independence Day a large-scale 
propaganda campaign in the Diaspora for immigration to Israel and for 
settling in Judaea and Samaria. Some 200 housing units were allocated for 
this in 12 settlements and there was also talk of building a neighborhood 

for 500 families in the Qarme Shomron settlement. In the framework of this 
campaign, four immigration emissaries were to have left for the United 
States. However, the director general of the prime minister's office appealed 
to the Jewish Agency and asked them on Begin's behalf to stop these prepara- 
tions. Our correspondent has learned from the prime minister's office that 
such a drive carries political significance and it is only the government and 
not the Jewish Agency that can make such decisions. [Text] [TA190707

ORDERS BAR ISRAELI ARABS--Nazareth, 21 Apr--Some 150 administrative orders 
barring Israeli Arabs from entering Judaea, Samaria and the Gaza Strip have 
been issued during the last few days by IDF authorities. An ITIM correspon- 
dent reports that most of the orders, which are signed by the commanders of 
the northern and central commands, are for periods ranging from 3 to ll 
months. All those who received the orders are, without exception, known for 
being nationalists, and for opposition to the policies of the Israeli 
Government. They include members of Rakah, the Sons of the Village, the 
Progressive Nationalist Movement, and the Front [not further identified]. 
Most of those against whom the orders were issued are residents of Nazareth 
and the Western Galilee, while the remainder are from the triangle area.

IMPORTS OF CONSUMER GOODS INCREASE--Israel's imports of consumer goods 
increased 40 percent during 1981, from $543 million in 1980 to $756 million. 
Due to a drop of imports of diamond, by $600 million and of oil, by $70 
million, the total of imports of goods remained stable at $7.8 billion. 
According to figures released yesterday by the Central Bureau of Statistics, 
industrial exports excluding diamonds, increased by 9 percent, from $3.3 
billion in 1980, to $3.6 billion last year. Exports of all goods during 1981 
were $5.3 billion compared to $5.2 billion in 1980, despite the 24 percent 
drop in diamond exports. The deficit in the country's trade balance, the 
value of goods imported minus the value of those exported, last year shrank 
by 2.6 percent. It was $2.52 billion compared to $2.58 billion in 1980. 

The deficit, excluding diamonds, ships and aircraft, grew by 5 percent.

NEGEV SHALE OIL DEPOSITS--In the Negev there is more shale oil than was at 
first thought. In the (Rotem) Plain, shale oil deposits have been discovered 
which are double the size of the deposits predicted. This has emerged from 
tests conducted recently by the Energy Ministry. Thus it is now more worth- 
while to establish a plant for producing gas from shale oil in the Negev.

RELIGIOUS LIFE IN W. BANK--The Religious Affairs Ministry will act energeti- 
cally to construct religious buildings and develop religious life in the new 
settlements in Judaea and Samaria Religious Affairs Ministry Director General 
Rabbi Moshe Salamon said during a comprehensive tour yesterday of settlements 
in Samaria. Rabbi Salamon said that his ministry will see to it that the 
development of religious facilities will be in keeping with the accelerated 
pace of the settlements’ development, and that special emphasis will be 
placed on deepening ties between religious and nonreligious residents of the 
area. At a meeting with settlers, Rabbi Salamon said that Religious Affairs 
Minister Yosef Burg and the ministry's directorate regard as very important 
the strengthening and development of religious life in the new settlements of 
Judaea and Samaria since this will enable these settlements to extend their 
boundaries and absorb additional settlers.

LIFTING OF RELIGIOUS BOYCOTT--Religious leaders in the Golan Heights 
yesterday promised to a group of Druze notables from the Galilee and the 
Karmel that they would not impose a religious ban on those seeking to carry 
Israeli identification cards. Shaykh Abu Nur al-Din (al-Halabi), of Daliyat 
al-Karmel, who reported this, said that Shaykh Salman Tahir had promised 
him that no religious ban would be imposed on those holding identification 
cards. It is still unclear if all the religious leaders in the Golan Heights 
have agreed to do likewise. At the entrances to the four Druze villages in 
the Golan Heights there are still roadblocks with police and border guards 
nearby, who are allowing only Druze with Israeli identification cards to 
leave the villages. It has been learmed that in each village many Druze go 
every morning to the house of the shaykh, take their identification cards, 
and ge to work in the upper Galilee. In the evening they return their cards 
to the community head, in whose keeping are all the identification cards. 
The Transport Ministry yesterday published an announcement saying that all 
Druze drivers in the Golan Heights will have to exchange by the end of the 
month the driving licenses they received from the military government for a 
civilian driving license.

OFFICERS SEEK MINORITY RIGHTS--Haifa--The Marine Officers Union is demanding 
that Transportation Minister Hayim Corfu amend regu!ations governing the 
certification of officers so that an Israeli Arab can become ship's captain 
or chief engineer. The request concerns the unique career of an Arab from 
the village of Rama in the Galilee, who has served in the country's merchant 
fleet for 19 years. He has risen through the ranks to become a first 
engineering officer and has just qualified for the rank of chief engineer-- 
a post he is barred from. The 1978 regulations forbid anyone who is not an 
IDF veteran and a soldier in the reserves from serving as chief engineer-- 
the highest engineering officer's rank--or as captain. The Officers Union 
is demanding that the regulations be changed, and has threatened Corfu that 
it will take the case to the high court of justice if he does not do so. 
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The marine officers are seeking new regulations that would end disc: wination 
among seamen from all the country's various ethnic groups. Union ocficers 
note that the merchant fleet includes Arabs, Druze and Jews and its ships 
have carried security cargoes without ethnic-related incident for more than 
30 years. ‘The merchant fleet is a kind of "nature reserve' of peaceful 
coexistence," one officer said, “and it would be a shame to mess it up by 
not changing the regulation."

NORWAY CONSIDERS ARMS PURCHASES--Norway is considering purchases from the 
Israel Military Industries, Norwegian Defence Minister Anders Sjaastaa 
revealed here yesterday.
